U.N. O. 


At the moment U.N.O. is in session at 
Lake Success, consequently we are being 
swamped by glaring headlines giving pro- 
minence to quarrels and disputes among 
the nations. 

The man in the street may well shrug 
his shoulders and, remembering the failure 
of the League of Nations to prevent war, 
pass on in a state of disinterested pes- 
simism. 

However, we must try and remember 
that a good deal of the really useful and 
valuable work being done by U.N.O. never 
gets the publicity it deserves As a result 
there is a growing feeling in some quarters 
that the cost of the organization outweighs 
its usefulness. 

Criticism of this kind is both dangerous 
and unfair. For instance, the Children’s 
Emergency Fund, which is administered by 
U.N.O., is providing thousands of needy 
children with such vital things as dried 
milk, vitamins and other essential foods 
necessary for the proper development of 
healthy youngsters. 

Oniy recently a world conference on 
safety in mining was held at Geneva, under 


the auspices of the U.N.O. It resulted in 
mine safety experiences throughout the 
world being pooled and made available for 
the good of everyone, 

Other conferences and discussions in 
the field of health, medicine, art, music, 
and a score of other important matters are 
being held daily, making it possible for 
people of all nations, races and creeds to 
jearn from each other and get to know each 
other's point of view and problems. 

That is perhaps the greatest thing that 
the organization is doing. It is mobilizing 
the brains of the world to tackle the 
world’s problems. 

If we read about arguments between 
nations in the assembly chamber, let us 
remember that from such disputes and dis- 
cussions may arise a better understanding 
of the other fellow's point of view. If it 
can be confined to a war of words, only 
good will ultimately come of it. 

Meanwhile we should remember the 
good work being done by the silent part of 
the organization and give to it our whole- 
hearted support and blessing. 


U.S. Services Dispute 


Big guns are being fired by the U.S. 
Navy in an effort to prevent the Defence 
Department from whittHng down the size 
and quality of the US. fleet. 

Even allowing for a certain biased par- 
tisanship on the part of the Navy, there 
would appear to be grounds for alarm over 
the contention that their strength is to be 
sacrificed in favour of the Air Force. : 

Because aircraft are comparatively 
new “toys” in the game of war, the older 
and equally proved, but perhaps less giam- 
orous arms of the service are looked upon 
as out moded. 

We would do well, however, to remem-

It had the surprising effect of 
bringing a rebuke from the Mar- 
riage Law Reform Committee 
which broke the traditional at- 
titude toward royal utterances by 
challenging her statement that 
“divorces lead to many of Britain's 
social evils.” 

So a good-sized tempest has 
been brewed in the British tea- 
pot.

Geoffrey Fisher, wife of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, pre- 
sided over the meeting at which 
the Princess spoke. Therefore it 
strikes me that Elizabeth must 
have had not only the approval 
of Prime Minister Attlee’s of- 
fice but that of the head of the 
Chureh of England. 

If that is so, what is the sig-

Well, there are those in in- 
formed places who believe that 
Britain is ready for a mora! and 
religious revival. They fee) that 
the country won't overcome its 
economic troublee or regain its 
old status until there has been a 
tightening up of morality.

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Thugs Should 
Be Given Lash 


The police report an elderly 
man was recently called to the 
door of his house and then 
beatgn up. A few Gays earlier an 
Edmonton couple had to fight to 
resist the attack of some men 
who called at their home, 

Still another man was struck 
and robbed by two men in a car, 
This list of assaults is growing. 
In fact it is growing to the point 
that it is worth taking a look at 
the Criminal Code, 

Sec, 446 provides that any one 
guilty of using any personal vio- 
lence in the course of a robbery 
can be sent to prison for life and 
that he can also be “whipped” to 
use the official term. Sec. 448 
provides that anyone who as- 
saults another with intent to rob 
may be whipped. Whipping is 
also provided in ail cases where 
a woman is assaulted and bodily 
injury is caused, 


“Cat-o’-Nine Tails” 
Is Used 


Another section of the code 
provides that a prisoner sentenc- 
ed to be whipped may be given 
as Many as three whippings dur- 
ing the course of a term. The in- 
strument to be used is a “cat-o'- 
nine tails.” The judge fixes the 
number of strokes, 

It would seem the courts might 
begin considering a fairly con- 
stant practice of ordering these 
thugs, who do not hesitate to use 
strong-arm methods, to be given 
a lengthy dose of that official 
lash. It might have a discourag- 
ing tendency. 

Some of these criminals who 
specialize in beating defenceless 
citizens may be able to pass the 
time in jail fairly comfortably, 
but they might not be so ready 
to expose their backs to the cuts 
of a rawhide lash and, with a 
third lashing coming just before 
their release from jail, they 
might not be so ready to return. 

The pu has taken rather a 
lenient attitude towards these 
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crimes of violence. It is high 
time the courts made it clear 
that this sort of thing is not go- 
ing to be countenanced, A re- 
vival of the old policy of order- 
ing whippings im all such cases 
would be worth trying. 

A similar situation exists with 
regard to juveniles, We atill 
have no adequate means for 
dealing with them, We still find 
magistrates faced with no alter- 
native but to send them to the 
common jail, knowing perfectly 
this is only going to make con- 
firmed criminals of them, 

I would not for a moment sug- 
best the type of flogging pro- 
vided by the criminal code for 
crimes of violerice. But there is 
something to be said for the 
application of some sort of 
spanking for juveniles as an al- 
ternative to jail. 


Down-To-Earth 


Spankings 
This suggestion {ts going to 
shock many of the modern 


“child” experts who argue that 
no sort of corporal punishment 
should be inflicted. Yet there 
is considerable to be said in 
favor of bringing some of these 
ego-inflated juvenile problem 
cases down to earth with a good 
old-fashioned spanking. 

The majority of juvenile cases 
are simply pranks, Those cases 
are not much of a problem, But 
a certain number go beyond that. 
These youngsters have ideas 
that they have become “big- 
shots.” They enjoy being taken 
into custody and “beating the 
rap” by being discharged by a 
judge who doesn't want to see 
them go to jail. 

But if, instead of all this for- 
mal business, they were uncere- 
moniously taken into a back- 
room and given a souJ-warming 
spanking, it would not only de- 
flate their egos but would give 
them something tangible to 
think about before they risked 
coming back again,

there by accident and would 
sure like to come out, please 
The uniform was simply too 


big for me. Its immense shoulder 
pads were frustrated by my own

In order to change my 
course in running‘ I had to slow 
to a halt, pivot and start out 
again in the new direction. To at- 
tempt a diversion In flight was 
fatal, since the pants would just 
continue straight on, carried by 
their own equilibrium. In crucial 
plays, the helmet had a tendency 
to slip slowly over my eyes. 

In spite of these difficulties I 
must confess I rather enjoyed 
my first year in football. That 
was the year I never got into a 
game. 

I would come running out with 
the squad, knees high, arms 
pumping, and take my place on 
the bench, wrapped in a large 
grey blanket and scowling feroci- 
ously, If our team suffered a set- 
back I would leap to my feet, 
eyes blazing, and jook imploring- 
ly at the coach to let me in.

Nobody Came 
To Get Me 


My second and final year in 
football was not s0 happy. In 
this year I frequently played 
football, There had been a poor 
turn-out for the squad and also, 
being a second-year man, I was 
thought to have experience.” 
I began to get the dreaded nod 
from the coach. 

My experience in those games 
are still very real to me, J would 
hear the signals called by our 
quarterback, wonder what they 
meant, and then there would be 
a thunder of running feet, a 
crash dnd somebody would be 
helping me to my feet. I was 
never quite clear about whether 
I was being thrown or whether 
I was just running into other 
players. Whatever. it was I 
spent most of the game fist on 
my back. 

Frequently, in fact several 
times throughout the game I 
would see the ball, but I never 
actually laid hands on it that 
season. The closest |] came was 
one time when there was a long 
kick from the opposing side, I 
was picking myself up from the 
ground when | saw it coming. I 
braced myself, arms ready for 
the catch, when everything went 
black before my eyes, The hel- 
met had slipped down again.
